Prof. Ralph (Hidden, curator of 
the Catallna Museum of Ihe Chan­ 
nel Island Indians, has started on 
.bin third expedition into the in­ 
terior of the Magic Isle. Professor 
Ulldden is provisioned for a six 
months expedition. His first camp 
will be made at Empire Landing 
from" which point he will work In­ 
land, following the old Indian trails 
lie: picked up on previous' expedi­ 
tions and the deciphering of uigns 
etched in stone maps and droora- 
tlon of  artifacts found In some of 
the undent burying grounds. , 

The island curator believes that 
he lias already found thrco'of thu 
four gates to the temple, thosc'of 
the west, the north nnd the south 
At the north gate Prof. (.Hidden 
made the .startling find of a huge 
funeral urn--containing the skolc-

were burled 84 children, their small 
heads placed close together and 
forming a circle about the urn.

Records have been loft by two 
historians who accompanied Don

and 1602. Both Father Torqueraa- 
da and Fray Geronlmo do SSarate 
Zalmeron wrote of an Indian tem­ 
ple they had observed on the Is­ 
land of the sun god Chlnlgchlnch. 
It comprised a large circle of gi­ 
gantic finger-like stones pointing 
to the mid-day sun, surrounding u 
horrible Idol within, a sun painted 
on his breast and tlie moon at his 
back'

Tlie (Hidden expedition IB spon­ 
sored by William Wrlgley Jr., own­ 
er of Catallna Island, In the Inter­ 
est of nrcheologlcal> research and 
piecing together of the missing 
links of thn race of prehistoric 
whjte Indians that, through' the 
finds already made on the Island, 
Imvo risen from legend Into fact.
